The  eye  is  very  small,  for  the  size 
of  the  fish,  being  no  larger  than  that  of  an 
ox.  The  fins  are  right  behind  the  eyes  and 
are  about  9  feet  long  and  4  to  5  feet  broad, 
and  have  bones  similar  to  the  human  hand 
and  the  same  number.  Beneath  the  skin  is 
a  coating  of  fat  from  8  to  20  inches  thick 
aud  yielding  nearly  its  own  weight  of  oil. 
This  is  called  “'Slubber."  This  covering  is 
given  to  the  whale  to  enable  it  to  withstand 
the  intense  cold  of  the  Arctic  regions,  and 
to  render  the  body  light  and  buoyant.  By 
its  means  the  whale  is  able  to  leap  "its  en¬ 
tire  length  out  of  the  water.  These  whales 
(Right  whale)  have  no  teeth,  but  instead, 
several  hundreds  of  plates  of  whalebone, 
which  strain  the  water  from  the  small  ani¬ 
mals  that  form  its  food.  In  a  large  whale 
these  plates  weigh  two  tons.  ,The  head 
forms  nearly  one  third  of  the  entire  bulk  of 
the  whale,  and  the  lips  are  about  20  feet 
long.  From  the  crown- bone  of  the  head 
emerge  the  immense  jaw-bones,  16  feet  long, 
descending  in  a  curve  until  they  meet  in 
the  form  of  a  crescent.  In  a  large  whale 
the  surface  of  the  tail  comprises  from  80  to 
100  square  leet  It  is  only  frotn  5  to  6 
feet  in  length,  but  it  is  from  18  to  26  feet 
broad.  If  is  not  vertical,  as  in  fish,  but 
level,  and  of  such  prodigious  strength,  that 
by  its  aid  the  largest  whale  can  force  itself 
entirely  out  of  the  water.

arm,  red  blood  flowing  through  the  sy 
teuJ.  They  have  a  heart  with  auricles  and 
veutricles,  through  which  tins  fluid  is  pro 
pelled ;  they  have  lungs  with  all  the  func¬ 
tions  for  breathing  atmospheric  air,  and 
they  can  only  suspend  this  function  for  an 
hour  or  two  am  time.  Being  entire  ton 
unis  of  tho  deep,  and  having  organs  for  pro¬ 
pelling  them  through  it;  are  the  only  fish- 
like  qualities  they  possess.  They  seem  to  be 
link  between  absolute  beasts  and  their 
more  near  submarine  neighbors. 

When  a  whale  in  a  shoal  is  wounded,  and 
the  others  surround  it,  each  boat  selects  one 
forHtself,  and  when  one  is  killed,  to  prevent 
loss  (for  as  they  arc  near  the  specific  grav¬ 
ity  of  the  sea,  only  a  small  portion  remains 
above  it),  a  hole  is  cut  in  the  body,  and  a 
pole  some  15  feel  long,  bearing  a  red  flag  is 
struck  in  it.  The  boat  then  goes  in  search 
of  other  whales,  lettving  the  dead  one  to 
float  around  until  ready  to  haul  it  up  to  the 
vessel. 

When  a  whale  ship  leaves  her  port,  a 
man  is  stationed  in  tho  topgallant  cross 
trees  of  each  mast  to  look  our  for  whales 
and  the  mast  heads  are  kept  manned,  from 
daylight  until  sunset,  during  all  weather 
that  permits  boats  Lo  leave  the  ship,  from 
the  time  of  her  leaving  home  until  her  car¬ 
go  is  completed,  or  the  Voyage  terminates. 
When  the  spout  of  a  whale  is  seen,  the 
well  known  exclamation,  “There  she  blows!” 
is  repeated  as  often  as  the  spout  appears  ' 
view,  and  though  it  should  be  so  far  off  to 
be  but  barely  discernable,  yet  by  its  pecu¬ 
liar  formation,  as  well  as  by  the  number  of 
times  and  regularity  with  tfhich  it  appears, 
the  experienced  eye  of  a  practical  whaler 
can  distinguish- at  once  from  what  species  of 
whale  the  spout  proceeds.  If  it  be  a  sperm 
whale,  and  not  too  windward,  the  ship  is  at 
once  headed  for  it,  and  all  sail  made  in  pur¬ 
suit.  After  some  few  preliminary  observa 
tion9,  such  as  noting  time  bv  watch,  and 
with  a  spy-glass  tracing  the  animal’s  way 
through  the  sea.  its  course  and  rate  of  going 
are  ascertained,  and  it  then  may  be  calcu¬ 
lated  for  with  tolerable  precission.  The 
ships  is  usually  run  within  half  a  mile  or  so 
of  the  spot  where  the  wlfale  is  expected  to 
appear,  when  it  rises  to  the  surface,  and  by 
having  the  courses  hauled  up,  and  one  of 
tho  large  topsails  hove  back,  she  there  re 
mains  nearly  stationary.  The  boats  are 
now  sent  off  and  rowed  in  different  direc 
tions,  so  that  if  the  whale  is  not  going  fast, 
at  least  one  of  the  boats  is  nearly  sura  of 
being  near  him  when  he  rises,  or  should  he 
chance  to  come  up  a  mile  from  the  boats, 
they  cun  generally  reach  him  beforo  lie  has 
his  spouting  out,  as  this  occupies  some  15 
minutes,  and  the  boats  may  be  rowed  at  the 
rate  of  6  miles  an  hour,  even  over  a  rough 
sea.  If  the  whale  be  slow  ju  his  move 
ments  the  boat’s  crew  have  nothing  to  do 
while  waiting  for  it  to  appear,  but  to  lay 
upon  their  oars,  and  as  the  time  draws  nigh 
eager  eyes  scan  all  portions  of  the  sea,  to 
catch  the  first  glimpses  of  a  rising  spout. 
If  there  happens  to  be  much  swell  from  the 
depressed  condition  of  the  boats,  being 
often  in  a  cavity  between  waves  that  entire¬ 
ly  obstruct  the  vision,  it  is  difficult  to  dis 
cern  a  spout  from  boats  beyond  a  limited 
distance.  In  such  a  case,  the  main  depen 
deuce  is  placed  upon  the  man  at  the  ship’s 
masthead,  who,  as  soon  as  he  sees  the 
whalo,  runs  up  a  signal,  and  points  out  its 
direction.  This  signal  creates  a  scramble 
among  tho  boat's  crews,  as  there  is,  general¬ 
ly,  no  small  share  of  rivalry  existing  among 
them,  and  all  strain  every  nerve  with  the 
view  of  being  the  first  to  approach  and  have 
the  honor  of  first  implanting  their  harpoons 
in  the  whale,  but  as  the  boat  which  is  more 
fovored  by  chance,  or  happens  to  outrow 
the  others,  gets  within  a  few  yards  of  him, 
the  contested  race  is  given  up,  and  the 
sternmost  crews  cease  rowing  and  silently 
await  the  issue  of  the  first  conflict.  Some¬ 
times  boats  approach  a  whale  as  their  situ¬ 
ations  chance  to  be,  by  rowing  up  towards 


and  into  thii  is 
placed  a  blubber  hook,  to  which  is  atiaohed 
one  of  two  large  tackles  employed  in  hoist¬ 
ing  in  the  blubber,  and  by  means  of  the 
windlass,  a  piece  of  blubber  about  six  feet 
in  width  is  thus  raised  up  the  ship’s  fide. 
As  this  goes  aloft,  the  whale  rolls  over  aad 
over,  the  blubber  peeling  off  rapidly  as  it 
rolls,  and  as  the  cuts  are  made  not  quite 
circularly  round,  but  in  a  direction  some 
what  obliquely  towards  the  tail,  the  whole 
blubber  comes  off  the  whale  in  one  cootin- 
uous  piece,  being  stripped  off  in  this  spiral 
way  from  head  to  tail.  With  f,hc  aid  of  the 
windlass,  this  piece  of  blubber  is-  heaved 
somo  30  feet  above  the  depk,  when'  the 
lower  block  of  the  tackle  meets  the  upper 
one,  which  is  suspended  from  the  main 
mast  head.  A  second  tackle  then  relieves 
the  first,  having  a  strap  of  the  block  inserted 
through,  and  secure#  to  the  blubber  near 
the  deck.  Just  above  this  block  the  blub¬ 
ber  is  cut  off,  tho  piece  separated  forming 
what  is  termed  a  “  blanket  piefce.”  This  is 
lowered  into  the  blubber  room  which  is  that 
part  of  the  ship  betweon  decks,  directly 
abreast  of,  and  between  the  main  hatches. 
Another  piece  goes  up  to  the  same  height 
as  the  first,  and  is  in  the  same  manner  cut 
off  and  lowered  into  the  blubber  room,  and 
so  on  until  all  the  blubber  is  taken  from  the 
whale,  five  or  six  of  ihese  pieces  generally 
taking  the  whole.  The  carcass  is  then 
abandoned  to  the  ravenous  sharks  and  hun 
birds  that  surround  a  ship  on  *uch 
The  carcass  sometimes  floatfibut

occasions, 
generally  sinks, 

While  the  whale  is  being  rolled,  the  head 
is  cut  off  and  it  remains  alongside,  secured 
bv  a  strong  rope  until  the  blubber  is  hofc^ed 
....  Small  whale’s  heads  are  heaved  on  fleck 
whole,  but  the  immense  weight  of  a  large 
one  renders  it  impracticable.  It  is  there¬ 
fore  necessary  to  divide  it.  Both  tackles 
are  firmly  hooked  to  a  portion  of  the  head 
called  the  “junk,”  and  this,  when  cut  off, 
requires  the  united  efforts  of  the  whole 
ship’s  crew  at  the  windlass,  to  heave  it*high 
enough  to  reach  the  deck,  a  large  one  weigh 
ing  at  least,  between  five  and  six  tons,  f 
The  last  and  most  remarKable  portion  of 
the  whale  remains  to  bo  hoisted  in.  This 
is  called  the  “  case.”  It  is  a  body  of  fluid 
head  matter  that  often  amounts  to  twoite  or 
fourteen  carrels,  which  when  removedVom 
the  head,  leaves  a  large  tubular  cavity  that 
runs  longitudinally  its  whole  length.  It  is 
enclosed  by  a  cartilagenous  substancei  that 
yields  no  oil,  and  this  again  has  an  outer 
covering,  which  is  of  an  intermediate  na¬ 
ture  between  blubber  and  a  singular  port  of 
the  whale  called  “white  horse,”  which  con 
tains  no  oily  matter  and  is  impervious  to  all 
but  the  keenest  instruments.  A  cannoo  ball 
could  not  penetrate  it. 

The  part  containing  the  case  is  too  i 
wieldy  to  fie  taken  in  whole,  and  to  sub¬ 
divide  it  would  cause  a  loss,  as  much  thin 
oil  would  escape,  hence  it  is  necessary  to 
raise  it,  with  the  cutting  apparatus,  perpen 
dicularly  up  the  ship’s  side,  with  its  lower 
end  remaining  in  and  supported  by  tho  sea. 
A  perforation  is  then  made  in  the  upper 
end  with  a  spade,  and  iuto  this  a  bucket  is 
placed  which  requires  to  be  pushed  down 
with  a  pole  in  order  to  tear  away  the  tender 
membranous  filaments  that  oppose  its  way. 
Tho  bucket  is  then  filled  with  oil  and  by 
means  of  a  pally  is  hoisted  up  and  emptied 
into  a  receiver.  In  ttys  way  10  to  12  bar¬ 
rels  of  the  oily  liquid  are  obtained  from  a 
large  whale.  It  is  necessary  that  this  oil 
should  pass  through  the  pots  and  be  heated 
to  prevent  it  becoming  rancid,  though  it 
may  be  mentioned  that,  while  fresh,  it  is 
perfectly  9weet,  and  like  other  animal  fats 
only  becomes  rancid  through  age.  While 
fresh  it  may  be,  and  sometimes  isk  used 
aboard  ship9  for  culinary  purposes.  Yan¬ 
kee  doughnuts,  fried  in  this  oil  occasionally 
add  variety  to  the  homely  and  too  ofteu 
scanty  fare  of  the  whaler. 

Next  to  the  case,  the  junk  contains,  in 
proportion  to  its  bulk,  the  largest  quantity 


readily  in  such  persons  when  exposed  to 
those  changes  of  climate  which  in  other  pro¬ 
duce  only  colds.  There  may  be  as  large  a 
percentage  of^  rheumatic  patients  now  as 
formerly,  but  sve  see  fewer  severe  eases; 
this  is  due,  no  doubt,  lo  the  more  general 
diffusion  of  knowledge  relating  to  the  care 
of  the  health  and  the  methods  of  avoiding 
disease. 

Rheumatism,  like  nearly  all  other  diseases, 
Js  at  its  commencement  little  more  than  an 
inconvenience  that  is  easily  arrested  by  sim¬ 
ple  remedies  if  applied  promptly. 

We  have  seen  a  sharp  attack  of  rheuma¬ 
tism  cured  in  one  hour  by  keeping  the  pain¬ 
ful  part  of  the  body  as  near  the  fire  ns  could 
be,  borne,  the  object  being  to  cause  the  blood 
to  flow  freely.  The  same  thing  may  be  ac¬ 
complished  by  brisk  rubbing;  hence  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  what  is  known  as  “the  movement 
cure.” 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  condition 
of  the  system  which  favors  the  development 
of  rheumatism  may  be  induced  by  the  too 
free  use  of  sugar,  milk  and  starchy  foods, 
as  white  flour  and  potatoes. 

Beneficial  results  usually  follow  the  almost 
total  abstinence  from  such  foods.  It  the 
quantities  are  diminished  from  pounds  to 
ounces,  there  is  still  enough  left  to  make  an 
attractive  bill  of/nre,  in  the  way  of  brown 
bread,  lean  meals,  poultry,  fish  and  nearly 
the  entire  list  of  fruits  and  vegetables. 

As  to  clothing,  too  much  importance  can¬ 
not  be  attached  to  the  wearing  of  flannels 
summer  and  winter.  They  are  the  best  pro¬ 
tection  against  those  sudden  changes  of  tem¬ 
perature  that  so  often  mean  mischief,  wheth¬ 
er  rheumatism,  pneumonia  or  other  diseases. 
The  greatest  care  should  be  taken  to  have 
the  feet  always  dry  and  warm. 

But  the  most  important  of  all  tilings  in 
the  prevention  and  cure  of  this  and  many 
other  diseases  is  frequent  and  active  exer 
cise  in  the  open  air.  The  oxygen  of  the  air 
we  breathe  is  tho  greatest  ot  all  purifiers. 
The  more  out-of-door  exercise  we  take,  the 
more  air  we  breathe;  and  the  more  air,  the 
greater  is  the  purification  of  the  blood  and 
the  better  the  health.  We  had  not  intended 
to  refer  to  the  medical  treatment  of  rheuma¬ 
tism;  but  the  disease  is  so  common  and  the 
treatment  so  often  unsatisfactory,  that  we 
are  disposed  to  mention  a  few  remedies  that 
have  seemed  successful  under  our  observa¬ 
tion. 

In  case  of  local,  chronic  rheumatism,  from 
a  quarter  to  a  half  grain  of  morphine,  ad- 
minstered  hypodermically,  has  effected  a 
complete  cure  in  the  half  dozen  cases  where 
we  have  employed  it.  One  patient  had  suf¬ 
fered  constantly  for  more  than  a  year,  and 
was  cured  in  this  way,  and  although  fifteen 
years  have  elapsed,  he  is  in  robust  health 
and  has  not  had  a  twinge  of  rheumatism 
since.  Another  case  in  the  same  family, 
quite  as  severe,  was  healed  in  the  same 


manner  eight  years  ago,  and 'there  lias  been 
no  return  of  the  rheumatism.  But  this  plan 
of  treatment  is  not  without  danger,  and 
should  never  be  undertaken-  except  by  a 
competent  physician.  We  have  found  the 
iodide  of  potassium  of  the  most  general  ap 
plication  in  rheumatism.  From  three  to  ten 
grains  dissolved  in  half  a  tumbler  of  water 
and  taken  at  bed  time,  and  Jn  severe  cases 
in  larger  doses  and  ofteirer,  will  relieve 
most  cases  of  rheumatism.  Another  remedy 
most  highly  commended  is,  bi  carbonate  of 
potash  sixteen  scruples,  nitrate  of  potash 
eight  scruples,  water  one  pint.  Dose,  a 
tablespoon ful  in  half  a  tumbler  of  water 
three  times  a  day,  one  hour  before  meals. — 
Hall's  Journal  of  Health.

An  English  lady,  with  her  daughter,  two 
maids  and  a  courier,  and  twenty  trunks,  was 
a  person  of  great  curiosity  to  me.  I  would 
have  giver,  a  good  deal  to  know  what  she 
carried  about  in  those  trunks,  though  I  did 
not  like  to  ask  her!  In  fact,  the  conundrum 
caused  me  so  much  speculation,  it  kept  me 
wide  awake  the  rest  of  the  journey;  for 
when  1  thought  over  all  my  own  wardrobe 
for  both  summer,  and  winter,  and  added  to 
it  known  quantities  of  my  most  intimate 
friends  outfits,  I  still  lacked  a  great  deal  to 
fill  all  those  trunks !  I  have  heard  that  the 
English  carry  blankets  aud  sheets  with 
them,  and  as  I  have  often  seen  bath  tubs, 
why  not  sheets  and  blankets? 

After  the  mountains,  we  came  down  upon 
dreary  and  apparently  endless  plains — tree 
less,  under  no  cultivation ;  not  even  cattle 
to  give  a  little  life  to  the  scene.  My  heart 
went  out  in  warm  sympathy  to  the  people 
who  lived  in  the  little  houses,  guarding  the 
track.  Such  a  lonely  life.  Never  any 
variety,  but  the  occasional  train  flying  past 
Where  do  they  go  to  church  ?  Whereto 
market?  How  do  they  get  their. mail  and 
newspapers?  Alas!  they  probably  never 
have  any.  What  a  weary  life  !  And  when 
the  train  comes  and  goes,  it  must  seem  as 
if  they  stand  between  the  worlds,  and  that 
train  thd  connecting  link. 

So  I  busied  myself  with  guessing  out 
their  lives,  and  meanwhile,  I  presume  they 
thought  no  more  about  all  these  things  than 
the  goat  that  nibbles  the  grass  among  the 
rocks  about  the  door.  The  trains,  now 
under  Spanish  direction,  are  slow  and  in 
frequent.  We  creep  and  toil  along  at  the 
rate  of  perhaps  twelve  or  fourteen  mile9  an 
hour.  At  every  station,  two  gens  (Farms, 
in  full  uniform  and  armed  to  the  teeth,  walk 
up  and  down  the  platform,  ready  to  fall  upon 
any  law-breaking  individual. 

I  consider  it  safe  to  remain  within  the 
railway  carriage,  unless,  perhaps,  jat  lunch 
time,  when  a  choice  bit  of  filet,  seasoned 
with  garlic,  and  some  sour  wine  may  tempt 
me  out !  And  so,  after  hours  and  hours  of 
rocks,  and  mountains,  and  dreary  plains,  we 
arrive  at  ten  o’clock  at  night  at  Burgos.
